Koguryo which had been the 
strongest among the Eastern 
countries in early time built 
Pyongyang for tens of years and 
fixed it as its capital in 427. 

The beauty and eternity of 
Pyongyang are well shown by the 
Taedong and Potong Rivers flow- 
ing like mother’s milk through 
Pyongyang, Moran Hill which is 
queer-looking like a peony 
bosom, Mt.Taesong and Mt. 
Ryongak forming the 
background of the city, and the 
historical relics like Taedong 
Gate, Potong Gate, Ulmil 
Pavilion set up in the places 
having fine views. 

Looks of Pyongyang have 
changed according to the dif- 
ferent historic times. 

During the Japanese colonial 
rule (before 1945) it remained a 
typical colonial town formed with 
narrow dirty streets.

Fatherland Liberation War 
(1950-1953) the US imperialists 
showered the city with 428,748 
bombs, reducing it to ashes. And 
they prattled that people would 
be unable to find Pyongyang on 
the map and it would never regain 
its feet even after 100 years. 

But Pyongyang was rec- 
onstructed more beautifully, gig- 
antically and on a modern line as 
a prosperous youthful city in a 
short span of 10 years, not 100 
years. 

Pyongyang is conspicuous for 
its unique and special way of 
municipal construction. 

Bronze statue of the great 
leader President Kim II Sung is 
soaring imposingly on Mansu 
Hill and a number of streets and 
monumental structures are seen 
as if giving cheers to the great 
leader’s bronze statue.
